Visitors watch in disbelief as daredevil pair jump off the West Tower 

Shock at 

duo’s 215ft 

leap from 
cathedral 



TWO daring men shocked on¬ 
lookers when they leapt from Ely 
Cathedral’s tallest tower in a dan¬ 
gerous ‘base’ jump. 

Visitors watched in disbelief as 
the daredevils threw themselves 
almost 215ft (65.5m) from the 
West Tower on Sunday and para¬ 
chuted on to Palace Green. 

According to one onlooker, 
once they had landed the pair 
“stuffed their parachutes into 
their bags and ran away from the 
cathedral down The Gallery”. 

Stephen Bourne, the cathedral 
administrator, described what 
the duo did as “extremely danger¬ 
ous”. 

He said: “The two men booked 
tickets to go on a tour up the 
cathedral’s West Tower and were 
almost at the top of the tower 
with a small group and a tour 
guide when it happened. 
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“They managed to separate 
themselves from the group and 
the guide and the next thing we 
knew they were over the edge of 
the tower with their parachutes 
and in the air. 

“They were soon spotted by 
members of cathedral staff and 
members of the public but obvi¬ 
ously it was too late then. What 
they did was extremely danger¬ 
ous and utterly irresponsible, but 
the trouble we have is that they 
didn’t actually commit a crime. 

“The only way we could pro¬ 
secute them would be for trespass 
but the fact they bought tickets to 
go up the West Tower means they 
didn’t really trespass.” 

One woman who witnessed 




the stunt, who did not want to be 
named, said: “It was shocking to 
see. They leapt over the edge of 
the tower and parachuted down.” 

Mr Bourne said: “We’ve spoken 
to both men. They live in Cam¬ 
bridge and they are base jumping 
professionals who take what they 
do very seriously. 

“They told us over the tele¬ 
phone that they’d been planning 
to do this from the cathedral for 
around three years. 

“We alerted police straight 
away but again I don’t think 
there’s much the police can do.” 

Mr Bourne added: “I can as¬ 
sure members of the public that 
this incident is being treated very 


seriously by the cathedral and it 
is certainly something we will do 
everything in our powers to pre¬ 
vent from happening again. 

“There are a few safety and se¬ 
curity areas that we will be look¬ 
ing closely at. One is the issue of 
backpacks. 

“A lot of people do come into 
the cathedral with backpacks - 
most people just have their lunch 
or camera in them, not a para¬ 
chute. 

“However it might be that we 
have to take people’s backpacks 
off them before they go up any of 
the towers, or indeed come inside 
the cathedral. 

“It might be that we also have 
to start searching people before 
they go on our tower tours and

Sarah to look 
into dementia 


MUSIC THERAPY: Sarah 
Faber, from Ely, will be 
leading the study at Anglia 
Ruskin University. 



A NEW study has been 
launched to investigate 
whether musical improvisa¬ 
tion can help people with 
dementia. 

Sarah Faber, from Ely, is 
a music therapy researcher 
at Anglia Ruskin University 
in Cambridge, and she has 
received a £100,000 PhD 
Fellowship from the Music 
Therapy Charity to lead the 
three-year project. 

Sarah will study im¬ 
provisation between pairs 
of healthy adults, pairs of 
healthy older adults, and 
older adults with mild-to- 
moderate Alzheimer’s-type 
dementia. 

By using EEG recordings, 
the study will compare data 
from the different partici¬ 
pant groups and build a pic¬ 
ture of how ageing affects 
musical improvisation in the 
brain. 

Sarah, who is originally 
from Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
trained as a music therapist 
in Ontario. This PhD Fellow- 
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ship builds on initial work 
she carried out in Canada. 

She said: “My work with 
adults with dementia and 
their ability to engage with 
music motivated me to re¬ 
search how music stimulates 
and uses the brain, particu¬ 
larly what neural processes 
are involved with active mu- 
sic-making. 

“Many of the clients I 
worked with in Canada had 
lost the ability to speak dur¬ 
ing the course of the disease 
and I was curious as to how 
the ability to communicate 
musically, mainly through 
improvisation, was able to 
circumnavigate major neu¬ 
rological impairments.” 

Sarah recently completed 
a Masters in Music, Mind 
and Technology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Jyvaskyla in Fin¬ 
land, where she studied im¬ 
provisation in healthy adults 


using EEG. 

The project is being su¬ 
pervised by Jorg Fachner, 
Professor of Music, Health 
and the Brain at Anglia Rus¬ 
kin, and Helen Odell-Miller, 
Professor of Music Therapy 
and Director of the Music for 
Health Research Centre at 
Anglia Ruskin. 

Sarah said: “Relatively 
few brain studies have been 
carried out on active mu- 
sic-making, and even fewer 
studies exist on making mu¬ 
sic with others. 

“Studying these patterns 
will provide an important 
insight into how playing mu¬ 
sic affects the brain with the 
onset of neurodegeneration, 
and whether music contin¬ 
ues to influence the brain af¬ 
ter the playing has stopped. 

“The benefit to individuals 
with dementia will hopefully 
be more access to music 
therapy programs and a bet¬ 
ter understanding of music’s 
capabilities as a means of 
communication.”

Drug dealer, 1$ 
spared prison 


A FORMER student of Hills 
Road and King’s Ely who 
was dealing drugs has been 
spared jail after supervision 
by his ex-military father was 
deemed better than custody 

Lorenzo McKechnie, of 
Columbine Road, Ely, was 
spotted by security staff deal¬ 
ing cannabis at Cambridge 
Leisure Park on December 5 
last year. 

After the 18-year-old was 
identified from CCTV foot¬ 
age, police visited Hills Road 
Sixth Form and found nine 
wraps of cannabis hidden in¬ 
side a torch in his bag. 

Since McKechnie was ex¬ 
pelled from Hills Road, his 
father - who is an ex-US Air 
Forces man - has been test¬ 
ing him for drugs and taking 
him to courses. 

Tim Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that 6.6g of 
cannabis was found with an 
estimated value of between 
£60 and £90. 

In his first police interview, 
he said: “I am really scared of¬ 
ficer. I got the cannabis from 
a drug dealer I met at Secret 
Garden Party in July and I was 
supposed to give it him back 
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yesterday. I don’t even smoke 
cannabis.” 

Officers searched his home 
address and seized a mobile 
phone which had a series of 
texts indicative of dealing 
cannabis between May 28 
and December 8 last year. 

In a second interview in 
April of this year, McKechnie 
said he had dealt to friends - 
around 10 to 15 - to fund his 
own habit. 

Mr Brown concluded: “It’s 
a young man stupidly trading 
with his friends and getting 
a little bit of money on the 
side.” 

The teen - who admitted 
possessing cannabis with in¬ 
tent to supply and supplying 
cannabis at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court in May - has 
no previous convictions. 

Caroline Allison, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the teenager was of 
“previous good character”. 

She stressed that McKech¬ 
nie has been a “very able” 
student and was hoping to 
get 2 As and 1 C in his A Level 


results on Thursday. After a 
gap year, he hopes to study 
French at university. 

The teenager, who moved 
from King’s Ely to Hills Road, 
was said to have been “trying 
to fit in with a new crowd”. 

She said: “It has had quite a 
profound impact on him and 
his family. His family have 
taken this matter very seri¬ 
ously.” 

His father has also threat¬ 
ened to take away his son’s 
inheritance if he reoffends. 

Ms Allison added: “He has 
clearly learned a very serious 
lesson from his very foolish 
and stupid behaviour.” 

Recorder Christopher For¬ 
syth ordered an eight-month 
custodial sentence suspend¬ 
ed for 12 months - with 75 
hours unpaid work. 

When suspending his sen¬ 
tence, he said: “You’re far bet¬ 
ter in the custody of your fa¬ 
ther rather than in the Young 
Offenders’ Institute.”

take measures to prevent 
anyone from jumping off of 
any part of the cathedral. 

“I hope we don’t have to 
do anything too drastic like 
they had to with the Empire 
State Building, but it might 
be that some areas should be 
glassed. These are all ideas 


which we are meeting to dis¬ 
cuss.” 

Base jumping involves 
leaping from a fixed struc¬ 
ture or cliff using a parachute 
or wingsuit. ‘Base’ is an acro¬ 
nym that stands for the four 
types of surface that jumpers 
leap from: building, antenna, 
span, and Earth (cliff). 

Due to the lower altitudes 


of the jumps, base jumping 
is significantly more danger¬ 
ous than skydiving from a 
plane. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman said officers were 
not aware of the incident. 

However, he said: “This is 
not illegal but we would ad¬ 
vise people against putting 
themselves in any danger.”

Littleport man banned from the wheel for drink-driving 


A MOTORCYCLIST was over the 
drink-drive limit when he was 
involved in a collision with a van, 
magistrates heard. 

Craig Chapman, of Riverside 
Caravan Park in New River Bank, 


Littleport, had 58 micrograms of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of breath 
when the crash happened in rush 
hour traffic. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Prosecutor Stephen Colman, told 


Cambridge magistrates that the 
collision happened in Stretham High 
Street on July 14 at around 7.45am. 

The 32-year-old Chapman, who 
gave no mitigation and represented 
himself, had no previous convictions 


or cautions. He was disqualified 
from driving for 16 months and fined 
£250. 

He was also ordered to pay £150 
court costs, £85 costs and a £20 
victim surcharge.

Bank closure 
threat sparks 
town protest 

RESIDENTS angry over plans to 
close a bank in Littleport are to 
stage a protest this weekend. 

Representatives from 
numerous local businesses 
and organisations will also be 
taking part in the protest outside 
Barclays bank, in Main Street, on 
Saturday. 

As previously reported, 
Barclays says the branch should 
be shut because there has been 
a 63 per cent drop in its use and 
that 80 per cent of customers 
already use another branch, 
namely the one in Ely. 

Local MP Steve Barclay has 
written to both the Secretary of 
State for Business, Innovation 
and Skills, MP Sajid Javid, and 
the acting chief executive of 
Barclays, John McFarlane, urging 
the national bank to reconsider 
its decision to close the branch 
in October this year. 

Mr Barclay said: "Littleport is 
a growing town that is receiving 
considerable investment. 

"I am shocked that the bank 
has ignored the industry agreed 
protocol put in place last year 
regarding the last bank in 
the town, used flawed data, 
and not bothered to have any 
consultation with the public 
prior to this closure." 

The protest starts at 11.30am.

Jail for police 
chase driver 


A MOTORIST who mounted 
a pavement and forced a dog 
walker to quickly avoid be¬ 
ing hit during a police chase 
around Soham has been 
jailed. 

David Holland, of Gim- 
bert Road, Soham, drove 
his BMW - which had his 
3-year-old child and partner 
inside - at twice the speed 
limit and failed to stop for 
police. 

During the pursuit, the 
24-year-old drove down 
tracks, footpaths and 
squeezed his car between 
a tree and fence - which 
caused damage - to get away 
from the police. 

Sally Hickling, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Cambridge Crown 
Court that police first no¬ 
ticed Holland on Pratt Street 
at 10.15am on June 2 as he 
wasn’t wearing a seat belt. 

The police began to follow 
the light blue BMW, putting 
on their blue lights and si¬ 
ren, but Holland accelerated 
to speeds of 60mph down 
Pratt Street and Queensway 
- where the speed limit is 
30mph. 

At one point, a Skoda got 
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in his way so he swerved left 
and mounted the pavement 
on a busy road before speed¬ 
ing off. 

He then went down a track 
near Berrycroft where he 
came across a dog walker on 
the path. 

Ms Hickling added: “A 
woman had to pick up her 
dog, lean against the fence 
to avoid being struck by the 
car.” 

He caused damage to his 
car when he squeezed be¬ 
tween a tree and fence be¬ 
fore driving down a footpath 
so police couldn’t follow. 

Police arrived at his ad¬ 
dress and Holland admitted 
the offence, saying he aban¬ 
doned his car the opposite 
side of the town. 

Ms Hickling concluded: 
“This was prolonged bad 
driving with disregard of the 
safety of others while being 
pursued by police.” 

Holland previously plead¬ 
ed guilty to charges of dan¬ 
gerous driving, failing to 


stop when required to do 
so by a constable and driv¬ 
ing without insurance and a 
valid test certificate at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court in 
June. 

The driver, who had an un¬ 
blemished driving licence, 
has three previous convic¬ 
tions for four offences. 

Emma Ranee, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Holland claims 
there was nobody on that 
stretch of pavement when 
he mounted it and he slowed 
down when passing the dog 
walker. 

She added: “It was a mo¬ 
ment of madness. He simply 
wanted to get away rather 
than pull over. He fully ac¬ 
cepts responsibility for his 
actions. He is genuinely re¬ 
morseful for what he did on 
that day. This was complete¬ 
ly out of character.” 

Judge Stuart Bridge jailed 
Holland for 24 weeks and 
gave him a 12-month driving 
ban.

Man’s drunken 
rampage in Ely 


A MAN lay in the road block¬ 
ing traffic, threw rubbish at 
a passer-by, lashed out at 
vehicles and made threats 
during a drunken rampage 
in Ely 

James Owen, of the city’s 
West End, committed a se¬ 
ries of offences in the High 
Street after becoming ag¬ 
gressive inside the Premier 
Convenience Store on June 
11 . 

The 34-year-old - who 
had been drinking heavily - 
was in court for alcohol of¬ 
fences just two days before. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court that he tried to reach 
over the till in the High 
Street shop after becoming 
abusive. 

Once removed from the 
shop at around 5pm, the 
charity volunteer stopped 
cars, hit them with his fists, 
and lay in the road. 

He then began swearing 
and shouting at members of 
the public before climbing 
on to the bonnet of a Skoda 
Octavia, damaging the wip-

er blade and wing mirror. 

The father then tried to 
get back into the shop be¬ 
fore hitting the side of a 
man’s van with his fists and 
attempting to assault the ve¬ 
hicle’s owner. 

Owen swore at him and 
said “I will have you” while 
swinging his arms and con¬ 
tinuing to try and hit him. 

Before he was restrained, 
he threw a bag of rubbish at 
a member of the public. 

When police arrived, 
Owen tried to spit at the of¬ 
ficers before a spit hood was 
used. 

This was removed when 
they thought he was not 
breathing and then he spat 
phlegm in the police vehicle. 

Mr Brown added: “It had 
to be thoroughly mopped 
up.” 

In police interview, he 
said he had no recollec¬ 
tion of it as he had “a lot of 
vodka” and hadn’t eaten for 


a few days. 

Owen pleaded guilty on 
July 10 to two counts of 
criminal damage, attempted 
criminal damage, wilful ob¬ 
struction of a highway, using 
threatening, abusive or in¬ 
sulting words or behaviour, 
and resisting a constable. 

He was given a condition¬ 
al discharge for being drunk 
while in charge of children 
in Ely Cathedral’s grounds 
on June 9 - two days before. 

Edward Duncan-Smith, 
mitigating, said the church¬ 
goer had an argument with 
his mother and went out to 
buy vodka on June 11. 

He said: “He simply can¬ 
not believe what he has 
done. He is shocked and ap¬ 
palled.” 

Mr Duncan-Smith added 
that he is taking steps to ad¬ 
dress his drinking problem. 

Presiding magistrate Phil¬ 
ip Peacock gave him a 12 
month community order 
with 60 hours unpaid work. 
He was also ordered to pay 
£60 compensation to the car 
owner.

Inspiring teenager Sam 
sees dreams come true

LIFE has changed quite consider¬ 
ably for inspirational teenager Sam 
Wilson over the past 12 months. 

Since winning the prestigious 
Young Achiever Award at the Cam¬ 
bridge News' Community Awards 
last year, the 18-year-old has land¬ 
ed a dream job working as an ap¬ 
prentice chef. 

Sam, who lives with his family 
in Bedford Close, Ely, said one of 
the best things about winning an 
award, which recognises the re¬ 
gion’s unsung heroes and heroines, 
was hearing about other people’s 
inspiring stories and achieve¬ 
ments. 

Sam was born with learning dif¬ 
ficulties and was diagnosed with 
epilepsy when he was just 4 years 
old. He has always had a passion 
for cooking and his dream has al¬ 
ways been to become a chef. 

On starting secondary school, 
Sam’s epilepsy became very severe. 
He was having up to 12 seizures a 
day and was being hospitalised 
every three to four weeks. 


Due to needing greater sup¬ 
port at school, Sam then started 
at Highfield School in Ely, which 
caters for children and young peo¬ 
ple with additional needs. There 
his epilepsy settled down and he 
flourished. 

With the support of his family 
and the staff at Highfield, he went 
on to study a BTEC in Catering at 
Cottenham Sixth Form College. 

As a result of his hard work and 
determination, he is now just a 


few months away from complet¬ 
ing a two-year apprenticeship as 
trainee chef at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge; studying an NVQ2 in 
catering. 

And just under three months 
ago, he landed a job as an appren¬ 
tice chef at the Prince Albert in Sil¬ 
ver Street, Ely. 

“It felt like a great achievement,” 
he said. “Life has changed quite a 
bit since I won the award. 

“Chefing has always been some¬ 


thing I’ve wanted to do ever since 
I was little. Now I’m pursuing it as 
a career, it’s a good achievement.” 

Due to his long hours at work, 
Sam had to step down from being 
an explorer scout where he volun¬ 
teered as young leader. 

But last year he was actively in¬ 
volved in fundraising for Ely Dis¬ 
trict Scouts and took part of the ca¬ 
tering team for their trip to Austria 
in August.

Talking Heads revival 


W HEN Alan Bennett brought 
the BBC his scripts for the 
first series of Talking Heads, 
the director Stuart Burge came up 
with a novel way to rehearse them. 

Bennett had written the six 
30-minute episodes as monologues, 
with each actor directly addressing the 
camera. Burge thought this unusual 
approach would need a special kind 
of intimacy. 

His technique was to sit the actors 
just a foot away and make them look 
him in the eyes as they said their lines. 
That was how they spent the three 
days before filming began. 

His work paid off. The plays, 
three of which are being revived at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre later this 
month, quickly became television 
classics. 

The playwright would go on to 
recall the special air of silence that 


had descended on the studio as the 
entire crew became wrapped up in 
each story. On one occasion, when 
they were filming the second series 
in 1998, a cameraman ended up 
in tears, so moved was he by the 
performance. 

For Bennett it was a small victory. 

He had once looked enviously at his 
colleagues Peter Cook and Dudley 
Moore because of their ability to 
make the band laugh in the 1960 
revue Beyond the Fringe. It was 
something he'd never been able 
to do, but at long last, he felt he'd 
matched them. "At least I've made the 
cameraman cry," he laughed. 

In the first series, Bennett himself 
starred in A Chip in the Sugar, playing 
the part of Graham Whittaker, a 
middle-aged bachelor living happily 
with his beloved 72-year-old mother 
until she takes up with a "fancy man"

and threatens to throw him out. 

At Cambridge Arts Theatre, it's the 
turn of Karl Theobald (star of Green 
Wing, Twenty Twelve and Primeval ) to 
take on the role of Graham. 

Back in 1988, Stephanie Cole 
was in Soldiering On, the fourth 
Talking Heads episode. Now the 
Waiting for God actor is performing 
A Cream Cracker Under the Settee, 
the heart-breaking story of a 75-year- 
old woman trying to hold on to her 
independence as infirmity sets in. 

Completing the trio is Siobhan 


Redmond, last seen in Bath in the 
RSC/National Theatre of Scotland 
production of Duns inane and now 
playing the obsessive letter-writer 
Miss Ruddock in A Lady of Letters. A 
terrible snob, she's forever firing off ill- 
informed complaints to the authorities 
until her civilised correspondence 
turns into harassment. 

Although the plays started life on 
TV, they have proved an enduring 
success on the stage and they have 
been seen in various combinations 
everywhere from Chichester to Los 
Angeles. In 2003, they won the New 
York Drama Critics' Circle Award for 
Best Foreign Play as well as a Drama 
Desk Award for actor Lynn Redgrave. 

As the theatre director Richard 
Eyre has said: "There is no playwright 
who is so liked by the public, so 
familiar and, like Noel Coward, so 
quintessential^ English."

T HE Lexus Hoverboard has 
taken flight, a feat captured in 
Slide, a new film recording the 
success of the latest project in Lexus's 
Amazing in Motion campaign. 

The official reveal of the Lexus 
Hoverboard in action is the 
culmination of 18 months of planning 
and weeks of testing at a specially 
constructed "hoverpark" near 
Barcelona. 

The task of putting the machine 
through its paces fell to international 
pro-skateboard star Ross McGouran, 


who said: "I've spent 20 years 
skateboarding, but without friction 
it feels like I've had to learn a whole 
new skill, particularly in the stance 
and balance you need to ride the 
hoverboard." 

Lexus worked with a team of 
scientists from IFW Dresden and 
evico GmbH who specialise in 
magnetic levitation technology. Initial 
extensive testing with McGouran 
took place in Germany. 

The hoverpark was constructed 
using around 200 metres of magnetic

track set beneath the surface of an 
area similar to a conventional skate 
park. This gave Lexus and McGouran 


the opportunity to demonstrate 
tricks that no skateboard could ever 
perform, including travelling across 
water. The results are captured 
in Slide, a film helmed by award¬ 
winning director Henry-Alex Rubin. 

The Lexus Hoverboard features 
two cryostats, reservoirs which 
contain superconducting material, 
kept at -197°C through immersion in 
liquid nitrogen. The board is placed 
above a track fitted with permanent 
magnets to achieve magnetic 
levitation.
